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IN THE SENATE. 
Wasuinaton, Nov. 2. —In the senate 
the reading of the journal of vester- 
day’s proceedings was dispensed witb, 
and the death of Senator Morton was 
announced by Senator McDonald. A 
resolution submitted by him proyided 
for the appointment of a committee of 
Bix senators to attend the funeral of 
the deceased senator, was agreed to.

The senate then 
at 12:10, as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the deceased, adjourned 
until Tues lay next. 

IN THE HOUSE. 

In the house the army bill was re- 
ported and made the special] order for 
Wednesday next. It provides that 
the army shall continue of the same 
force as of yesterday, November 1, and 
forbids recruiting beyond what. is nec- 
essary to wiaintain that force. 

THE ARMY BILL 

provides that cavalry regiments may be 
recruited and kept to 100 men to the 
company for service on the Mexican 
frontier, provided tkis does not increase 
the total force of the army. The bill is 
onthe basis of 22,000 men, rank and 
file. The clause of the bill forbidding 
the use of the army for px litical pur- 
poses is omitted as unnecessary, aid 
the estimates of the war office are re- 
duced by $5,000,000. 

THE RESUMPTION ACT. 


The bill to repeal the resumption 
act came up again in the morning hour, 
and Ewing, of Ohio, who has charge of 
it, withdrew the motion to recommit, 
accepted Fort’s bill as a substitute, and 
moved the previous question. Hale, 
of Maine, moved to lay the bill on the 
table. The motion was defeated by a 
vote of 108 to 140. The morning hour 
expired and the bill went over. 

MR. SPEAKER CATCHES IT, 
The call of the committees having 
been concluded, the speaker stated 
that the committee on banking and 
currency had the tloor for the remaiu- 
der of the morning hour. Conger, of 
Missouri, moved to go into committee 
of the whole on the _ private cal- 
lendar.

 xpenses Compared, in whieh At- 
lauta Proves to bave Exercised an 
Economical Iufilueuce. 


Editors Constitutim: The advocates of 
Milledgeville, with a view of influencing 
the people of the state to vote to carry 
the capita! back there, have not failed 
to resort to the use of every kind of un. 
fair trick, falsehood or device that they 
think will change a vote in her favor. 
One of these has been to assert that 
the expenses of government are much 
greater in Atlanta than in Milledgey ille, 
jand that Atlanta is responsible for it. 
Of course every intelligent man under- 
stands that Atlanta as nothing what- 
ever to do in influencing these things. 
An honest governor and an honest leg- 
islature will do right no matter where 
they are. They cannot be coatrolled 
in any place and made to do wrong. 
And on the other hand | dis- 
honest men may be cvurrupted 
auywhere. A dishonest man may be 
corrupted as easily in Milledgeville, or 
in Augusta, or in Mucon, or in Savan- 
nah, as in Atlanta. 

In fact, Milledgeville is a better place 
for a corruptor to act upon the legisla~ 
tare than either of the other places; 
for there the eyes of fewer peopie are 
on them, and he can, owing to the 
small oumber of hotels and boarding 
houses, wud the consequent easiness of 
seeing members, Cunsummate his 
echemes before the public know what is 
going on. Crime always seeks privacy. 
Dues any sane man believe that the 
Yazoo fraud could again be engineered 
in Augusta through a legislature against 
the almost unanimous voice of the 
whole people of the state? The peo- 

le of Georgia were as good and as pure 
in those days as now, and the Yaz o 
scheme was carried through there by 
bribery solely, because the people were 
not informed and did not know in time 
what was going on. Augusta was a 
small place, and the means of circu. 
lating information was not as great as 
now. 

In 1861 the legislature at Milledge- 
vilie gave away one hundred thousand 
dollars. To foréver prevent 
such a piece of extray- 
avance in future the constitution 
of 1868 requires a vote of two-thirds of 
each house betore any gift can be made, 
and everybody gays this constitutional! 
provision is right. Is Milledgeville re- 
sponsible iur this or any other piece of 
extravagance happening there ? 

Everybouy now concedes that seces- 
sion was a great mistuke. We all 
claim that the state had the undoubt- 
ed legal right to secede, but that it was 
a mistake to exercise it. Is Milledge- 
ville responsible for this terrible blun- 
der? 

By a large majority the people of the 
state lately in convention assembied, 
thought that state aid was wrong, and 
shouid not be further extended. Yet 
siate aid to private enterprises began 
in Milledgeville. 

‘he state by votes passed there aided 
the Gulf railroad, and the Macon and 
Brunswick railroad, and the state was 
«» large loser by these transactions. Is 
Milledgeville responsible for this ? 

Milledgeville’s advocates charge high 
legislative pay as a reason for removal. 
Yet the two democratic legisiatures 
that last met in Milledgeviile, to-wit, 
in 1865-6, fixed their pay at nine dol 
lars per day. Is Milledgeville respon- 
sibie tor that? 

The legislature that met in Milledge- 
ville created aud authorized the great 
debt of the state that is being paid off 
1rom time to time, and which makes so 
heavy an item in the expenditures in 
Atlanta. 

Of the present enormous bonded 
debt of Georgia, $4,575,000 of bonds are 
dated prior to 1867, and $3,849,500 of 
the ponds issued in Atlanta were ise 
sued to renew old bonds of the state 
which were issued in Milledgeville, 
and which the state could not pay 
without enormous taxation, and which 
feli due prior to 1877. As the siate 
could not pay them che renewed 
her Milledgeville paper. And of the 
$2 298.397 bonds issued under the 
iaw of 1877 to exchange tor en- 
dorsed bonds, only two = hua- 
dred and  seventy-four thousand 
dollars were issued to take up eudorsed 
bonds issued in Atlania. All the bal- 
ance werefissued to take up bonds en- 
dorsed by laws passed at Milledgeville 
Then of the enormous debt of Georgia, 
only two hundred and seveniy-four 
thousand dollars was originally created 
by iaws passed in Atlanta. , Let those 
who charge the legislature with extrav- 
agance while in Atianta remember that. 

But is Milledgeville responsible for 
Georgia’s debt because created while 
the 'egislature met there? 

A murder, a rape, a burglary or any 
other crime is committed in Milltedge~ 
ville by a bad man. Is the whole place 
io be condemned for the crime of that 
one man? Surely not. so neither 
is Milledgeville nor Atlanta to be con-~- 
demned if bad legisiators or extravagant 
governors did their work in them. 

Does any one suppose that Bullock’s 
legislatures would have spent a dollar 
less in Milledgeville, or Macon, or Au- 
gusta, or Columbus, or Athens, or Sa- 
vannah, than it did in Atianta? Would 
not that body have been the same, no 
matter where they met? 

If Atlanta is responsible for the of- 
ficial agts done there, it must be upon 
the id that she had control of the 
legislature aud the governor and the 
ollicials—that she couid make them do 
as she willed—certainly it must be on 
this ground—it can 
It is well settled both in law, mor- 
als and religion, that one man is not 
in any way bound by nor answerable 
for the acts of another, unless be has 
some authority over or contro! of the 
inan for whose acts he is sought to be 
responsible. 

Had Atlanta control over the legisla- 
ture’s meeting th@e? Who dare maiu- 
tain it? Who say that Lawton, 
Warren, Scotty Lester, Nichols, Sim- 
mons, Harrie, Kibbee, Lester, Nutting, 
Carlton, Tu Hardeman, Becoun, 
Price, Welborn, Sbumate, Nisbet, 
| Brown, Candler, Turnbull, Head, Cum 
ming, Smith and the host of other wor 
thy men in those legislatures eve 
wore the collar of a muster? This charge 
of Milledgeyilie’s a.» ocates, is a direc 
and palpableinsult toevery man in ihose 
legislatures, and shouid be met by 
them in such a way ai the polls as will 
conyiuce Milledgeville that fair and 
honest arguments are the best for a 
cause. 

Again, assume that such mena as J 
have named could be bought—that any 
place could control them, then did 
Avanta do so? If Atlanta controlled 
them, wou'd she not have been a fool 
to have lec the men she controlled sad- 
d'e her with a debt of more than $220,- 
000 10 helping to pay for a state house ” 
Would not Atlanta have made her ser- 
vient tools ou ss ce pay hera 
lar, e sum, instead of making this large

of letting them make monev for the 
state outof her? Is not this the pat- 
ural result? Who ever heard of a 
master being compelled by him he 
controlled to act to his detriment. The 
true responsibility for the acts or omis- 
sions of legislators or representative 
men rests solely upon the people who 
elecied them, no u alter where they do 
their misdeeds, or tail to do their daty 
I think the foregoing will convince any 
candid man that the charges made that 
AUlanta is responsible for anyvbing did 
iu it by men over whom she could not 
have any control is both unfair and un 
just. 

Now let us examine the figures and 
see what the expenditures of the gov- 
ernment in Miiledgeviile aud Atlanta 
were from 1851 to this date. In this 
examination I have gone to the official 
reports of the comptroller-veneral, 
made for each subsequent year, show- 
ing the expe:divures ol the year pre- 
Vious, 

For the periods of the war I would 
Caii attention to the fact that all the 
salaries aud items now ineluded in the 
comptroller’s annuai reporis, were 
ixed ai the same figure as iu gold. For 
lastance, legislators were paid in 1861. 
62 tive dollars per day, and five doliars 
fur every tweniy miles as mileage, and 
in 1865-64-65 they were paid - six dol- 
lars per day and tive dollars mileage, as 
now. 

la 1851 there were expended $1,505,- 
820 72. Tne legislative expenses were 
$98,400. There were then only 93 
counties. ‘bere are now 136 or 43 
more than then. If there had beeu 
the same Ccouniies us now the expen- 
ses, on that basis would have been 
$138,425. 

In 1852 the expenditure was $1,- 
115,875 44. The legislature met bienn- 
iails ° 

In 1855 the expenditure was $505,- 
346 97. For legislat:ve expenses $147, - 
664 67. There were then 112 counties. 
Uno a vasis of 136 Counties these expen

Coniederaie notes were only deprecia- 
ted ten per cent., asshown vy Barber’s 
tables, July lst, 1861. Deduct ten per 
cent from $7,924,617 39, and the total 
old vaine of the expexuditures in 1361 
were 9/,151,156 66 On a guild valuation. 
But deduct every single appropriation 
made directly or indirectly to aid the 
war, or to fued the poor, and the ex- 
penditures were $809,804 79. 

ln 1862 the expenditure was $7,- 
dO1, S41 43. Legislative expenses, $V4,- 
bU+4 60, aud only 132 counties. OnJuiy 
lst confederate money was, worth fiity 
cents in thedollar in gold. The ex< 
penditure in gold then was $3,675,920 
55. Deduct every war item as iu 1861, 
aud the expenditures were $809,175 OL. 

[n 1865 the expenditure was $13,- 
253,435 94. The legisiative expenses 
were $100,436 30. Gold was eight for 
one in coutederate money July 1, 1863. 
The gold vaiue of the money spent in 
L560 ts 31,061,072 65. But deduci every 
kind of a war c.aim, and there is lett 
$757,368 37. 

In 1864 there was spent $11,573,605 
Ol. Tue legisiative expenses were $200,- 
481 55. Gold was eighteen for one July 
1, 1864. The gold value of the money 
spent in 1864 was $642 978 05. Deduct- 
lug every kind of # war ciaim, and the 
civil expenses were $746,528 62. 

As l have said beiore, salaries and 
the civil e. penses were the same as 
before the war. During the war, 
nearly a half of a million of dollars 
of the bonded debt of the siate was 
paid off with the ecrediis of the state, 
which were repudiated ai Milledveviile. 

There has been no published report 
made of the expenses of the goverao- 
ment from 1864 to August 1868, aad I 
do not know what was speat in 
1860 6-7. 

Tuese enormous sums of money were 
sp.utin Milledgeville by democrats and 
by a democratic ad ministration. 

From 1868 to 1871 inclusive, the rad- 
icals had cuptrol of the state and spent 
money with a lavish hand. Surely 
those years should not be coun‘ed 
against Atlanta in making a fair esti 
mate. Atlanta did not aid in putting 
those legislators in their seats. Nor 
should the war appropriations be 
counted against Milledgeville. If one 
is counted the other onght to be. Both 
were periods of revolution. But to 
wake a complete statement I coutinue: 

In 1868, the total expense was 
$430,957 77; legislative expenses 
$259 261. ‘Tne sessions were long, and 
ihe bad example .of the precedii g leg- 
isiature was followed, and nine duilars 
per day was taken for leyislative pay. 

In 1869 the expenditures were $1,- 
$57,825 Y8; legislative expenses, $186,- 
704, There was also paid $858,816 oa 
he public debt voted in Milledgeville, 
and $207,475 to replace temporary 
loans. Deduct these extraordinary ex- 
penses, sud there remains only $721,- 
534 98 as the sum spent to carry on the 
yoverument, even by the radicais. 

In 1870 there were expended $1,444,. 
tl 73; legislative expenses, $526,841 ; 
public debt created ia Milledyveville 
paid, $495,607 75. Deduct this and tbe 
ordinery expense was $919,208 9B, 
TLis was the year of the second re-re- 
construction and the almost perpetual 
sassicn of the Bullock legislature, us 
every Georgian well remembers.

Deduct these two last, which 
are extraordivary expenses, aud there

In 1874, there were expended, $1,-

$104, 744 71. Deduct extraordinary 
payinents, for pablic debt created at 
Milledgeville, $1,038,169 34 and puay- 
ments for Wesiern and Atlantic rail- 
road, $7,758 91, amounting to $1,045,- 
882, aud there remains $768,705 98, as 
expended. 

lu 1875, there was expended $1,080,- 
656 57; by legislature, $112,467 77; 
debt paid, $465.127 92. Deduct this 
old debt paid aud there remains, as ex- 
pended, $615,528 65. 

Lo 1876, there was expended $2,280,-

193 00; pubiic deb: paid, $1,645,871 82. 
Deduct this extrsordiaary expeuse 
und there remains, $651,563 44, as the 
amount expended. . 

The convention of 1861 sat only 27 
days aud cost the state $98 S52 50. 

The conventivn of 1877 satin Atianta 
46 days and co t ‘he stat» $45,000 

In the ex peuses at Atianta froin 1868 
until now there is much on account of 
special appropriations. I have not the 
laws vefore me to itemize, but much of 
these are lor claims originatingin Mil- 
ledgeville. Fromallof the above you 
will perceive that the expenses at At- 
lanta are no more than at M liedgeville, 
although the state is much harder to 
govern now than while the capital was 
there. While slavery existed one 
half of the people of the state did police 
duty over the other half and governed 
them. Now the state has to d> this for 
all. While the capital was at Milledge- 
ville there were no geological bureaus, 
ayvricultural bureaus or colored colleges 
to support, or colored schools to be 
maiutained. The times have changed 
since then. If the capital was at Mil- 
ledgevuille, all of them would have to 
be sustained just the same as at Atlan- 
ta. Legislatures in future, whether 
they ineet in Atlantaor in Milledge-~ 
ville, cannot be expensive bodies, be- 
cause the new coustitution, which will 
surely be adopted, limits their ex- 
penses. It says “the clerical expenses 
of the senate shail not exceed sixty 
dollars per day, and those of the house 
seventy dollars per day for each ses-~ 
sion.”” Members’ per diem shall not 
exceed four dollars, and ten cents per 
mile in going to and from the capital, 
and it makes the session forty days, 
unless prolonged by a two-thirds vote. 

The new cvuastitution now fixes it, 
where it was in 1835 before it was 
raised at Mulledgeyille in 1836 to five 
dollars per day, at which sumit re- 
mained until 1857, when it was raised 
to six dollars, where it remained except 
as stated until 1866; when it was raised 
to nine dollars a day, where it remain- 
ed until the democrats came into power, 
in 1871, when they mide it seven dol- 
lars a day. 

Undcr ibe new constitution no mat- 
ter where the legislature meets, it can 
not foiluw the bad precedents set in 
Milledgeville, and take large per diem. 

By looking at the legislative expenses 
‘in Milledgeville and A‘lanta, ucder the 
game couditions, to-wit, democratic 
control, it will be seer, that those at 
Atlanta are much less. 

In 1851 at Milledyeville with 93 coun- 
ties tue legislature cost $98,990. 

In 1873 at A lauta with 136 counties 
it cost only $970,202. 

Take out the old debt of the state 
paid at Atlanta, which was left as au 
encumberance by legislatures meeting 
at Milledgeville, aud the expenses of 
yovernment, as shown above, are much 
cheaper at Atlanta than at any corre- 
sponding pericd of time at Milledge- 
ville, although the state is harder to 
govern now than before the capital 
came there, and there are now more 
departments of government than be« 
fore. 

Locality has nothing to do in con- 
trotting these things. If it has, a fair 
showing gives Atlanta the prefer- 
ence. Now let us hear no more of At- 
lanta being responsible forthe expenses — 
of government, or acts of the legisla- 
ture, or that it costs more to car.y on 
the government, than at Milledgeville. 

Is Atlanta corrupt? Who did she 
corrupt ? When did she corrupt them ? 
If bad men were sent to. Atlanta, anu 
remained bad men while there, how is 
Atlanta responsible for it? 

Was not the very first democratic 
club formed in Georgia after the war 
formed in Atlanta? While bayonets 
were bristling were not her men work-~ 
ing for Georgia, and Georyia’s honor?

THAT 18 JUST WHAT THF GOOD 
OLD GEORGIA SOIL WILL DO, 
WHEN IT I8 PROPBRLY 
FARMED. 


Some Facts tor Immigranuts—A For- 
tume from a Few Acres—What bas 
been Dome and what can be Dene 
Again—Some Facts and Figures to 
be Studied. 


In pursuing our plan of furnishing 
information for those who are looking for a 
bome in the south, we present this morning 

A FEW SAMPLE CROPS 
that have been made on Georgia farms during 
the past year or two. 

The statements made be'ow are abso- 
lutely reliable. The most of the 
facts and figures we.e furnished under 
vath, being put in contest for premiums at the 
state and county tairs. Of course the showing 
is much above the average of the crops grown 
throughout the state, but the figures presented 
below are neta bit in advance of what might 
be done every year if aa intelligent and careful 
system of farming was adopted Results similar 
to,-or surpassing the results appended herewith 
might be achieved eight times out of ten by the 
exercise of the same care and discretion used 
upon the average farm in New England. Any 
intelligent, hard working farmer who comes to 
Georgia may rely upon approximating, if he 
does not equal the wonderful yield we publish 
below. 

The fair recorés of no state in the union will 
show so high an average, Or cover such a varie- 
ty of crops as is shown in the complete and 
hestily selected list below. We invite attention 
to 1t, 

FIVE BALES OF COTTON TO THE ACRE. 

Mr T C Worthen, of Washington county, 
produced in °75, 6,917 pounds of seed cotton, 
equal io five bales of 441 pouuds each, on ove 
acre of ground. This cotto1 at the average 
price for that vear—17}, cents, gives a total of 
#403 from the acre. Deduct the cost, $f48, and 
we have as the net profit, $255--a pretly good 
showing for one acre. 

In 1875, Mr J L Boynton, of Calhoun county, 
produced over two bales of cotton on one acre, 
with only $14 total expense—leaving him a net 
profit of $185 for one acre We have records of 
several other crops of cotton, approximatng 
these results. 

SOME WONDERFUL WHEAT CROPS, 

Mr8W Leak, of Spaiding county, produced 
in °74, 40% bushels of wheat tothe acre Total 
cost per acre, $14. Net profit per acre, $66. 

During the present year Mr Jones, of Hogans- 
ville, harvested 53'4 busheis of wheat from one 
acre, at a cost of $13. clearing $78 on the acre 

Mr. A. J. Love, of Hancock, gathered forty- 
three bushels of wheat from one acre of ground 
and used no fertilizer, He cleared about $65 to 
the acre. 

We might adduce hundreds of examples of 
yield similar to theae, but have not the space. 

SOME STARTLING COBN CROPS. 

In 1873 Mr. R,. H. Huraady produced 119 bush- 
ela of corn ou one acre, clearing therefrom $87 
net profit. 

In 1876, Mr. G. J. Drake, of spalding, pro- 
duced 84 bushels of corn from one acre of up- 
land. 

In 1874, Mr. J. L. Boynton produced from one 
acre 97 bushels of corn, 21 bushels of peas, 2 110 
pounds of fodder and 1,,00 pounds of pea-vine 
hay, with a net profit of $130. The expense of 
vultivating being $.8. This was from upland 
In the eame year, Mr. J. M. Cox. of Greene 
county, produced 81 bushels of corn from one 
acre, clearing (with the fodder, peas, etc ) $!11, 
from the one acre. 

Mr. W. J. Henderson, of Washington county, 
produced 7144 bushels from one acre. and Mr. 
J. M. Cox produced 704 bushels. We might 
mu.tiply instances of this sort, perfectly well ac 
credited, almost indefinitely. 

MAKING HAY IN THE SUNSHINE, 

Some of the most startling yields have been 
taken from acres planted in hay and forege crops 
andthir, too, in the face of the fact that many 
people contend that Georgia is uot « grass grow- 
ing state. 

Mr. J R Winters, of Cobb in 1873 took from 
one acre, 6,575 pounds of dry clover hay at the 
first cutting of the second year's crop. 

Mr RB Baxter, of Hauenck county, harvested 
at the first cutting of the first year's crop, 1872, 
f om land which had beeu covered with a com- 
plete sodof Bermuda grass tor many years uni! 
a few yeurs before seeding to clover, 4,502 
pounds of dry cloyer hay per acre. 

Dr T P Janes, of Greene county, produced in 
1871, 5 tons of clover hay per acre in one season 
—two cuttings. 

Mr Patrick Long, of Bibb county, harvested 
in August, 1873, on an acre of land from which 
he had gathered a crop of cabbages in June 
ef the same year, 8,646 pounds of native crab 
gress hay. 

Mr S W Leak, of Spalding county, gathered, 
in the fall of 1873, on an acre of ‘and from which 
he had harvested in June, 40 bushels of wheat, 
10,726 pounds of peavine hay. ‘Thisacre yielded 
in wheat a net profit of $ 6 in June, and the fol’ 
lowing fall in peavine bay, $233 08—making in 
one year a net profit from one acre of 9:99 08. 

Mr LB Willie, of Greene county, harvested, in 
June, 1873, from 15, acresvf land, 20 bussels of 
wheat, and the foliowing October, 27,130 pounds 
of corn forage. From the forage he received a 
net;profit per acre of $if9 22. 

Mr R Peters, jr, of Gordon county, harvested 
in 1874, from three acres of lucerne, 4 years old, 
14 tous and 200 pounds ef hay, or 9,400 pounds 
per acre. This land was mowed {our times— 
viz, May 17th, July 6th, August 3d and Sep- 
tember 30th 

Dr W Moody, Greene county, harvested at one 
cutting, from an acre of Oconee river bottom in 
1874, 18,953 pounds of Bermuda grass hay, at a 
total eost of $12.87; worth, at 1', cents pe 
pound, $209 29—a net profit per acre of $196.22

iu 1874, Mr.John Dyer, of Bibb,took 399 bush- 
of sweet potatocs from one acre of ground, hav- 
ing cultivated it at an expense ofonly eight 


dollars.

In 1875, Mr. J. S. Lavender, of rike county, 
gatherd fifteen bundred and fifty-two bushels 
of turnips from ome acre of gronnd—this yield 
being um qualed by any we eyer beard of. 

SOMETHING NEAT IN OATS. 

In 1876, Mr. J. P. Madden, produced from one 
single acre, 137 bushels of oats. 

In 1876, Mr. E. T, Vavie, of Thomas, produc- 
ed 9644 bushels of oats {rom one acre aud then 
raised 1,100 pounds of seed cotton on the same 
acre the same year. 

NEARLY $500 AN ACRE IN SYRUP. 

One of the most profitable crope that can be 
raised in Georglais thesorghum crop. In 1574, 
Mr J. J. Parker, of Thomas produced from one 
acre 694% gallonsof syrup, which brought at 
75¢ per gallon {5.0—the tetal cust of production 
being $77, his net profiton one acre was $443, 
We have many instances where from $150 Ww 
$300 was made to the acre in syrup. 

THE PRECIOUS LITTLE KICE CROP, 

One of the must lucrative mouey crops that 
oan be raised is the rice crop. There has been 
but little attempt to push this crop to an extra.

In 1875 Mer Brooks, of Pike couuty, raised 100 
bushelato the scre, on five acres, givimg a 
money yield of $1,500 from five acres. lt cost 
him $75 per acre to cultivate it. 

SEVEN HUNDRED AND &.XTEEN DOLLARS AN ACRE 

In 1874 Mr P. D. Cory, of Atlanta, made $7.6 
worth of oniviison o:eacre His expenses for 
the acre were about $130. Heclaimed that he 
could produce $500 per acre in onions from one 
year to the other.

Trenton, N. J., Oct. 30, 1877.—The 
famous trotting mare Guidsmith Maid 
has arrived at Fashion Stud farm and 
is finally withdrawn from the turf. Her 
owner states her age to be nearly 
twenty-one years, and declares her in 
perfect health and perfectly sound. 
Goldsmith Maid isa blood bay, 154 
hands high, toaled the spring of 1897, 
by Alexander’s Abdallah, dam by Ab-| 
dallah. She was bred *by John B. | 
Decker, Orange county, N. Y., wie 
kept her upon his farm without graiu 
or handling until the winter of 1865. In 
February of that year, Mr. Decker so'd 
her to his son, John Bb. Decker, Jr., fou 
$250, who on his way !.ome with her to 
snother part of the county sold her to 
William Tompkins, Hampton, Orange 
county, N. Y., for $360. After ber 
purchase, Mr. Tompkins drove herin 
harness occasionally, and she proved 
restive and nervous, so much so that 
on the 26ch of March of the same year 
Mr. Towpkins sold her to Mr, Alden 
Goldsmith for $650. Mr Goldsm t: 
took her in hand and commenced 
breaking and training her for the trot- 
ting turf. Her high strung wvature 
would not prook the whip, but Mr. 
Goldsmith subdued her high temper 
and nervousness by kindness. In Au- 
gust, 1865, she made her first appear- 
ance in public, and won a premium at 
the Orange county horse associauon 
fair, in three straight heats in 2:39, 2:37, 
2.36. 

Mr. Goldsmi‘h trotted her in races 
in 1866 and 1867, and im November, 
1868, soid her to Messrs. B. Jackson 
aud Budd Dob'e for $20,000. She has 
since passed into the hands cf Henry 
N. Smith, Fashion Stud farm, Treaton, 
N. J., but nas remained uuder charge 
of her accomplished driver, Budd Do- 
ble. Uptothe Ist of January, 1877, 
she had trotted in 132 races, won YZ, 
lost 40, and won some $232,800. Many 
of these trots lost were against time, in 
which she was handsomely paid for 
trotting. She retires queen of the trot- 
ting turf, has the best mile (2:14) on 
record, made at Mystic park, Boston, 
Mass., September 2, 1874, and the fast- 
est three consecutive heats, 2:16, 2:154, 
2:15, made at Buffalo, N. Y., August 5,
